The  Sixteenth  Session. 

The  Reports  eontaiiied  in  the  i)re.sent 
i.ssiie  of  the  Rkcordkk  show  that  ahund- 
ant  ble.ssing  has  continued  to  rest  on 
work  of  the  Toronto  Bihle  Training 
.School  during  the  sixteenth  session  just 
close<l.  Thi'  number  of  students  and 
graduates  has  i>een  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  institution.  The  cour.se 
of  study  has  heen  considerably  extended 
and  slieiigt  hened.  Tin-  stuilents  of 
foreign  nationality,  who  have  been  pie- 
paring  for  Chiistian  work  among  their 
own  people,  have  been  ten  in  numi><>r. 
spe.iking  eight  dilTerent  langu.iges. 
Above  all  the  ev.ingelistic  ami  mission- 
ary work  of  the  stuth'nts  has  been 
greatly  prospered,  while  a  spirit  of  de- 
v«)tion  and  consecration  has  character- 
i/.eil  the  life  .and  work  of  the  Sphot>l. 
We  thank  Uod  and  lake  courage. 
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Sixteenth  Annual  Report. 

Tlu'  sixU't'iilh  st'ssioii  of  the  Toronto 
Hihlf  Train iiiR  School  closed  on  Friday, 
April  2tl,  15)10.  In  the  afternoon  of  that 
«lay  the  annnal  nieetin}:;  of  the  united 
Boaid  of  Incorporation  and  (ienei-al 
Council  was  heltl.  when  tlu-  reports  for 
the  year  were  presented  antUthe  entire 
work  of  the  School  received  careful 
review  and  consideration.  There  was 
a  good  attendance  of  members  present, 
and  nuich  interest  was  manifested  in 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  institu- 
tion. At  the  close  of  this  meeting,  on 
the  kind  invitation  of  President  Harris, 
the  members  present  with  two  or  three 
other  friends  had  dinner  together  in  the 
liVirary. 

At  the  evening  meeting  held  in  the 
assembly  hall,  there  was  a  very  large 
attendance  of  friends  of  the  School  in- 
terested in  the  graduating  exercises. 
After  devotional  services  conducted  by 
Rev.  A.  Imrie,  one  of  the  instructors, 
and  Rev.  T.  G.  R.  Brownlow,  of  Carson 
City,  Mich.,  one  of  the  early  graduates 
of  the  School,  the  President  made  con. 
gratulatory  reniarks  on  the  progress  of 
the  year,  referring  particularly  to  the 
gratifying  growth  of  the  institution  in 
the  nun  ber  of  students,  the  additions  to 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  far-reaching 
influence  of  the  School.  Two  of  the 
graduates  gave  addresses,  Miss  A.  B 
Linklater  fi-om  Manitoba  speaking  ef- 
fectively on  Christian  Stewardship,  and 
Mr.  A.  C.  McCollum  from  Orillia,  giving 
a  very  a]ipi'opriate  valedictory.  Twenty- 
three  young  men  and  women  were  then 
presented  V)y  Dr.  Stewart  for  diplomas 
antl  certificates,  of  whom  seventeen 
wei*e  regular  students,  two  post-gradu- 
ates, and  four  were  from  the  evening 
cla.sses.

After  Dr.  Harris  had  i)resented  the 
diplomas  and  certificates,  the  Principal, 
Hev.  John  McNicol,  gav^e  impressive 
parting  words  to  the  graduates,  urging 
them  to  cultivate  in  their  reading  of  the 
Bible  the  thought  that  they  are  listening 
to  the  voice  of  God  ;  to  seek  to  maintain 
a  passionate  love  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  their  own  hearts,  and  to  ac- 
(piire  the  habit  of  looking  on  men  and 
women  with  the  eye  of  the  Saviovir.  A 
very  Stirling  address  w'as  also  given  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Hiucks,  who  spoke  with  much 
effect  on  the  service  rendered  by  the 
School  and  its  President  in  maintaining 
the  authority  and  inspiration  of  God's 
Holy  Word,  and  by  Rev.  Mr.  Slimmon, 
of  China,  who  gave  a  brief  but  very 
interesting  address  on  mission  work  in 
that  great  land. 


Principal's  Report. 
The  following  report  deals  only  with 
the   work    that    directly  concerns    the 
instruction  and  training  of  the  students. 

ATTENDANCE : 

The  total  enrolment  of  students  was 
76  in  the  day  course,  and  165  in  the 
evening  course.  This  is  slightly  in  ad- 
vance, in  both  cases,  of  last  year's 
classes,  which  up  to  that  time  were  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  School.

rOirilSE  OF   INSTRI'CTION. 

Dr.  Harris  continued  liis  own  depart- 
ment of  Old  and  New  Testament  Kxe^e- 
sis,  sjciviuf^  instruetion  in  both  the  day 
and  evening  courses  on  tlie  Book  of 
Zeehariah  and  the  Episth-s  of  Jolm.  To 
tiiis  he  added  anotlier  weekly  lecture  to 
tlie  day  students  on  Bible  Inter]>reta- 
tion. 

Dr.  Stewart  gave  a  course  of  lectures 
during  tlie  fii-st  pjirt  of  the  session  on 
Messianic  Prophecies,  and  conducted 
the  class  on  the  preparation  of  Essays 
and  Addresses.  During  the  last  few 
weeks  of  the  session  he  continueil  Dr. 
Harris's  sidiject  of  Bible  Intei-jiretation. 

Mr.  Inirie  gave  instiucti«)n  in  both  the 
day  and  evening  coiirses  in  Christian 
Doctrines,  and  conducted  the  class  in 
Practical  and  Evangelistic  work.  He 
also  taught  a  small  class  of  post-gradu- 
ate stndent.s  in  Church  History. 

The  Principal's  /^id>jects  in  the  day 
coui-se  were  the  New  Testament,  the 
Evidences  of  Christianity  and  Non- 
Chi-istian  Religions,  and  in  the  evening. 
New  TestnuH'nt  Outlines  antl  the  study 
of  the  Sunday  School  lesson. 

Examinations  wei-e  held  on  the  above 
subjects,  and  the  results,  on  the  whole, 
showe.l  diligent  and  faithful  application 
on  the  part  of  the  students.  The  gen- 
eral average  in  all  the  examinations  was 
higher  than  usual,  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  papers  returned  were  of  ex«-eptionaI 
fulness  anil  exi-ellence.  Seventeen  stu- 
dents have  successfully  cf)mpleted  two 
years  of  .study  in  the  day  course,  and 
two  have   taken  an    additional   vear  of 


post-graduate  stuily.  Four  stud«Mits 
hive  completed  tlie  three  years  in  the 
evening  course.  The  numbi'r  <if  stu- 
dents to  be  present4>d  to-da^'  fordipromas 
and  lertiHiates  makes  tli>i  largest  gra- 
duatini;  ilass  in  the  history  of  the 
School. 

In  the  midst  of  the  class  work  the 
cultiv.ition  of  the  spiiitual  life  of  the 
students  was  not  forgotten.  For  this 
puri)ose  the  Tuesday  morning  period  for 
devotion  was  continued  a^  in  fiuMuei- 
years. 

SI'ICCIAL     CI.VSSKS. 

.Mori-  time  and  attention  has  been  d«'- 
voted  than  formerly  to  special  ami 
optional  subjects.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  session  Mr.  A.  C  Luce,  a  student  (if 
Wyclitfe  College,  was  secured  to  give 
instruction  in  New  Testament  Greek 
and  English.  He  met  three  times  a 
week  with  studentw  who  wished  to  learn 
Ni'w  Testament  Greek,  and  five  times  a 
week  with  those  who  re(|uired  further 
instruction  and  training  in  the  use  of 
the  English  language.  A  considerable 
number  of  students  availed  themselves 
of  these  opportimities,  and  very  satis- 
factory work  was  accomplished. 

The  medical  lectures,  which  have  been 
so  profitable  in  the  past,  were  continiie<l 
by  Dr.  E.  1\  Bowie  and  Dr.  W.  H. 
Howitt.  Dr.  Bowie's  subject  was 
•'  Drugs  and  Medicine,"  and  Dr.  Howitt's 
•'Tropical  Diseases." 

.\  class  in  elocution  was  conducted 
throughout  the  session  by  Miss  Baker, 
who  met  the  students  three  times  a  week 
in  the  first  half  of  the  .session,  and  once 
a  week  in  the  latter  half. 

The  class  in  vocal  music  was  discon- 
tinued during  the  first  part  of  the.si'ssion. 
But  after  the  new  year  Mrs.  Haiold 
Stephens,  a  former  teachei- of  musii-  in 
the  Nyack  School  for  Christian  Work- 
ei-s.  was  asked  to  train  the  students  in 
singing.  .She  t<iok  u|»  the  work  with 
enthusiasm,  and  amarkeil  impi-ovement 
took  place  in  the  singing  Ix'fore  the  end 
of  the  sessiim. 

While  the  work  of  the  special  class«'s 
luis  lK>en  gratifying,  and  more  students 
than  in  former  yeai-s  have  taken  a<lvant- 
agi'  of  the  opportunities  thus  afforded, 
yet  inoi-e  satisfactory  results  would  still 
be  accomplished  were  students  taking 
the  regular  coui"se  reipiired  to  pass  an 
examination  each  term  on  Jit  least  one 
of  these  subjeets. 
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KVAXOELISTIC  WORK. 
The  1"]\  anj^clistic  Buml  has  been  very 
active  ami  has  arcoiiiphshed  .i  larger 
aiiiouiit  of  work  than  nsnal.  Tlie  stu- 
dents eoniUa-ted  reguUir  weekly  meet- 
ings at  the  Yonge  Street  Mission  and 
the  King  Street  Mission,  and  shortly 
after  the  new  year  undertook  in  addition 
the  Sunday  night  service  at  the  Camden 
Street  Mission.  They  also  gave  help  at 
diHerent  times  to  several  other  Missions 
and  t"h niches.  An  aggregate  of  S(5 
g(»spel  services  were  held  hy  the  students 
tlnring  the  session.  In  addition  to  this 
they  assisted  at  the  Sunday  morning 
fi-ee  breakfast  at  the  Yonge  Street  Mis- 
sion, and  gave  individual  help  in  the 
occasional  supply  of  pulpits.  In  their 
personal  work  and  jjuhlic  speaking  the 
students  appreciated  the  wise  counsel 
and  kindly  criticism  given  by  Mi-.  Imrie, 
who  accompanied  theju  from  time  to 
time  in  their  evangelistic  meetings. 

THE   MISSIONARY   SOCIETY. 

The  Missionary  Society  also  has  ac- 
comi)lislu'd  a  large  amount  of  solid  work. 
Through  its  legvilar  weekly  meeting  on 
Tuesday  afternotm,  through  its  Thurs- 
day moi-ning  pi-ayei-  meeting  held  for 
an  hour  before  the  opening  of  the 
School,  and  particularly  through  its 
mission  study  classes,  it  has  deepened 
and  advanced  an  intelligent  interest  in 
missions,  among  the  students.  Ten 
mission  study  classes  were  cn-ganized 
and  conducted  with  a  totcil  enrolment 
of  70  students:  and  as  many  different 
subjects  of  missionary  study  were  i)ur- 
sue<l  and  completed.  Thirteen  volim- 
teers  for  the  foieign  field  were  added  to 
the  Vohniteer  Band,  which  now  numbers 
seventeen.  The  School  has  always  been 
marked  by  a  strong  missionary  spirit, 
but  at  no  time  has  the  interest  been 
stronger  and  truer  than  at  jjresent. 

.Such  in  brief  outline  lias  been  the 
actual  work  of  the  session.  It  has  not 
l)een  without  its  ditliculties,  but  they 
have  been  successfully  overcome.  It 
has  been  carried  on  under  the  same 
divine  blessing,  and  marked  by  tiie  same 
>lea«ly  j)rogress  that  have  i)een  m;ini- 
fested  in  previous  years.  It  is  niei't  that 
we  shoidd  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
good  liand  of  our  (iod  u|)on  us,  and 
thankfully  render  ilim  the  praise. 


"It  is  right,  too,  that  we  should  pass  on 
towards  better  and  larger  work.  The 
Toronto  Hible  Training  School  cannot 
afford  to  rest  ui)oii  its  i)ast.  Standing, 
as  it  does,  absoluti'ly  alone,  without  any 
attiliation  or  denominational  connection 
through  which  students  would  come  to 
it  as  a  matter  of  coui-se,  it  must  depend 
primarily  upon  the  thoroughness  of  its 
Biblical  instruction  and  the  efficiency  of 
its  practical  training.  The  curriculum 
siiould  be  expanded  and  so  arranged 
that  students  who  have  completed  a 
two-years'  ('oiirse  of  study  could  take  an 
additif)nal  year  with  an  entirely  new  set 
of  subjects.  More  thought  and  atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  practical 
department.  There  should  be  a  com- 
plete and  thorough  course  in  Honiiletics; 
there  shoidd  be  instruction  in  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Teaching.  There  should  be  a 
course  of  lectures  on  Methods  of  Chris- 
tian Work,  and  on  the  Principles  and 
Methods  of  Missions.  The  whole  course 
of  instruction  and  training  should  be 
such  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  any  one 
wishing  to  (lualify  for  genuine  and 
effective  Cluistian  service  in  this  strenu- 
ous and  critical  age  in  the  hist(n-y  of  the 
Cluircli  and  the  world. 


Report  of  Dp.  Stewart. 

During  the  year  1  have  been  enabled 
to  give  regular  attention  to  my  duties    ^ 
as   Secretary   of   the  School.     Through    | 
the  first  half  of  the  session  I  also  gave    1 
instruction  in  the  Messianic  Prophecies,    • 
and  had  charge  of  the  studies  in  Essays 
and    Addresses.     During   the   last    two 
monthsof  the  session,  after  the  lamented 
bereaveuKUit  of  our  esteemed  President, 
I  conducted  in  his  absence,  the  class  in 
Bible  Interpretation,  and  also  took  direc- 
tion  of  other  matters  connected    with 
the  well-being  of  the  School. 

Several  imjiortant  events  have  oc- 
curred during  the  session  which  have 
made  the  school-year  noteworthy. 
.Vmong  these  should  be  first  mentioned 
the  sad  and  sudden  death  of  our  fi-iend, 
Mrs.  Elmore  Harris,  which  took  place 
on  the  2nd  of  last  month.  At  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Corporation  held  on 
.March  11th,  the  following  resolution, 
referring  to  this  great  loss,  was  adopted 
for  in.sertion  in  the  minutes:

Traininix  School  from  the  time  of  its 
opening  till  the  day  when  she  was  taken 
honii'  to  he  with  Christ  which  is  far 
heltei.  ■ 

A  fnrther  fact  that  deserves  s|)eci;il 
mention  is  the  large  n\imher  of  students 
of  foreign  langn.igeand  nationality  who 
have  this  session  heen  engaging  in  or 
preparing  for  Christian  service  among 
their  own  people.  One  of  these,  ,Ma 
Tim  Won,  is  now  missionary  of  the 
Chinese  Christian  Association  of  this 
city;  Miss  Tien  Fuh  Wu,  a  Chinese 
young  lady,  who  graduated  from  the 
High  School  of  Philadel|)hia,  has  just 
passed  a  veiy  hrilliant  examination  in 
her  fli-st  year's  studies  with  us.  S.  lijima, 
a  young  man  of  Japan,  after  the  two 
years'  coiu'se  of  study,  left  last  week  to 
engage  in  Christian  work  anumg  his 
own  people  in  British  Cohunbia  and  his 
native  land.  Alex.  A.  Kimotf  and  wife 
from  >[acedonia  have  taken  the  studies 
of  the  first  year.  an<l  are  now  engaged 
in  evangelistic  wtn-k  among  theii-  own 
people  in  Toronto.  Mr.  L.  (iredys,  a 
•lew  from  Romnania,  has  completed  his 
course  of  study  satisfactorily,  and  has 
also  heen  laboring  among  Jews  and 
other  European  foreigners  in  Hamilton. 
Mi-.  .Jos.  Magnan,  a  French  Canadian 
convert  from  Romanism,  has  also  taken 
a  full  course  of  study  with  us,  and  ex- 
pects to  labor  in  the  Gospel  among  the 
habitants  of  Quebec.  From  this  simple 
statement  of  only  one  line  of  our  work 
it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  some- 
thing of  the  far-reacliing  intluence  of 
the  Sch(»«)l. 

Then'  is  much  reason  for  th.inkfulness 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  linancial 
needs   of   the   School   have   again   been 


fidly  met,  notwithstanding  tlie  addi. 
lional  expenditiu'e  recpiired  by  the  en- 
larged couise  of  study.  Two  or  three 
fiii'nds  have  withdrawn  their  support 
because  of  the  loyalty  of  tiie  institution 
to  tlu'  Rook  of  (lod,  but  otlu-rs  have 
been  raised  up  to  have  fellowship  with 
us  in  holding  forth  the  Word  of  Life, 
An  ,i|>propriation  of  .$.">(M)  from  a  l)e<piest 
of  t  he  Lite  Sir  .lames  R.  (jowan  of  Rairie,  - 
made  iiy  liisexecutor,  Mr,  H.  H.  Ardagh^ 
has  conii'  to  the  Treasurer  as  a  very 
welcome  contribution  tt»  the  year's 
receipts. 

Some  useful  additions  continue  to  be 
made  to  our  librar-y,  so  that  the  new 
shelving  put  in  last  sumnier  is  foiiml  to 
be  (piite  necessary,  in  the  Rki  ()Ui)i:K 
of  December  last,  gifts  of  books  w«'re 
acknowledged  from  Mrs.  Owen,  Mr. 
Alexander  .Smith  and  .Mr.  R.  S.  Shen- 
stone.  all  of  this  city  ;  and  since  tiien 
Mrs.  McKilibon.  widow  of  the  Rev.  W'm. 
McKibbon,  has  given  nearly  (ifty  vol- 
umes from  her  liusband's  libraiy  ;  and 
Mr.  Montague  Anderson  of  Ottawa  has 
reci'Utly  sent  a  larire  number  of  books, 
not  a  ft'w  of  them  valuable,  from  the 
library  of  his  father,  the  late  esteemed 
Rev.  Canon  Ander.son.  A  good  supply 
of  religious  papers  and  magazines  has 
also  been  furnished  to  the  reading  room 
by  the  lady  who  has  kindly  lemembered 
us  in  this  way  i-acli  year  since  the  op»>n- 
ing  of  tliis  building.  I  may  add  here 
that  the  beautiful  re|)resentation  of  Da 
Vinci's  famous  |)ainting  of  The  I^ist 
Supper,  now  adorning  tlie  wall  of  the 
reception  room,  is  the  gift  of  our  friend, 
Mr.  C.  S.  Gzowski.  For  all  these  gener- 
ous donations  our  hearty  thanks  art' due 
and  are  hereby  given. 

A  very  |)artial  review  of  our  work  like 
this  gives  us  abundant  cause  for  thanks- 
giving. Blessing  has  rested  on  eveiv 
de|iartnient  of  the  .School.  To  our  gra- 
cious Lord  be  all  the  praise.  He  has 
prosperi'd  the  work  of  our  h.-inds  upon 
us.  For  these  sixteen  years  He  has  led 
us  in  the  way,  and  guided  us  by  His 
counsel :  He  has  directed  us  in  our  il\fi\- 
culties.  and  supplied  all  oui-  need.  .So 
that  with  gratitude  for  the  past,  and 
trust  for  the  future,  we  confidently  look 
forward  to  the  new  .service  H«'  may  re- 
<iuir<'  nt  our  hands.
